Our week was filled with incredible examples of community coming together to 
help homeless Angelenos. We opened the Silver Star Apartments in South 

LA, a permanent supportive housing facility for veterans experiencing 
homelessness. The City and County also signed a memorandum of 
understanding to further cement our close partnership as we work together to 
end homelessness. 

We have housed more than 24,000 homeless Angelenos since 2014, but we 
cannot rest until every Angeleno has a safe place to call home.

progress as we get people off the streets, allocate resources and determine 
federal funding for our efforts.
